Matlock went on 
to say that he was “not in favor of it at 
all.” 

ASI Sen. Joe Debbs introduced the 
referendum, passed by the Senate 6- 
1-1. Matlock felt that the Senate did 
not take enough time to evaiuate the 
resolution carefully 

“It takes a minimum of 2.0 to be 
eligible to be a student at this 
institution. Leaders of this institution 
should be able to acquire a2 5oreven 
a 3.0," stated Matlock. Matlock went 
on to say, “It takes time to get good 
grades and it takes time to do good 
AS! work. If you can't get a 2.5 or 
better, how are you going to work out 
your time so you'll be able to do an ef- 
ficient job for Associated Students.

Professor attacks sexism in language

Why is the statement “John ex- 
pects to combine children and a 
career after marriage,” incongruous, 
unacceptable and amusing? 

How can anyone be forced to 
“undergo an abortion of pregnancy 
against his will?’ 

Prof. Ann Holmquist speaking to 
an enthusiastic crowd in the Senate 
Chambers Thursday night, explained 
that these questions and their 
answers reveal some of the sexual 
biases in American English. They are 
based upon presuppositions which 
reguiate women to a position of lower 
Status than men 


Hoimquist defined a _ presup- 
position as an unstated belief which 
underlies a speaker's proposition 
The presuppositions in the statement, 
“My wife and her female friends talk 
recipes and children at parties, so we 
men get together and talk business 
and sports,” include, among others 

1. Recipes and children are not fit 
topics for men to d:scuss 

2. Business and sports, men’s 
provinces, are important and interes- 
ting 

3. it is the women's responsibility 
to make the conversation interesting 
for both sexes. Rather than try to 
change the subject, men leave. 

In the statement “John expects to 
combine children and a career after 


troduced him as “a man who likes helping people and, as 
the Peter Principle reveais, likes to enter people ... uh 
rather entertain people.” The crowd roared with laughter.

Senate elec- 
tions contain a referendum lowering the grade point requirement for student 
body presidents and vice presidents from 25 to 2.0 

Debbs maintained CSUS ts inconsistent with other campuses in the CSUC 
system. This argument is irrelevant. None of the student governments on ali the 
campuses are alike Each campus dea's with its affairs differently There is no 
consistency in the universities Besides, we are not required to follow the lead 
of other campuses, especially when this referendum may affect the quality of 
student government 

Proponents of the measure have argued that the current level discriminates 
against candidates with lower GPAs it seems questionable, however. whether 
the lowering to 2.0 would eliminate discrimination 

What we are really deciding on in this referendum is whether we want to as 
sociate some kind of academic value standards to the highest student 
positions on campus. And if we do. '!s a2.5too much to ask for anyone aspiring 
for that position? After all, these people deal with a million dollar budget They 
decide the funding for ali the programs on campus | don't think a2 5GPAisas- 
king for too much 

A 2.0 GPA is the minimum required GPA for a student to graduate from this 
campus Once it drops below that the student is put on probation Do we wanta 
student body president bordering on probation? 

Luckily for the campus. our current ASI President Heyman Matlock is 
strongly against lowering the GPA requirement. Due to any error in the senate 
minutes. the referendum wil! not be added to the next election requirement 
Also, former attorney general Thomas Lineer has brought a case to the Board 
of Justice against Debbs saying Debbs distorted the truth when saying CSUS 
was inconsistent with regards to al! other campuses 

As it stands. Matlock says the referendum will not be on the upcoming ASI 
Senate elections. Shouid the question come up again, the arguments for lower- 
ing the GPA should be noted If discrimination is atrue concern, we should ask 
ourselves whether we want to do away with all GPA barriers. rather than facing

Peter's timing was perfect. He waited just the right 
amount of time so that the laughter died down before he

went on with his next joke. He spoke in short, choppy 


groups of words, and he seemed to swaliow his words as 
he spoke; perhaps like a semi - sober Foster Brooks. And 
as funny as the man was, and for as loud as the audience 
laughed, Peter stood in front of the lecturn with an in- 
credible amount of solemness. In fact, he never even 


cracked a smile 


The middie portion of Peter's speech was directed to 
what he calls signs of our times or, rather, perfect exam-

Two 
weeks later | got an answer and it said, ‘We thank you for 
your order. We wish we could fill it at once, however im- 
provements in our procedures wiil mean a delay in ship- 


ping.’” 


After several more examples, Dr. Peter made sure the: 
audience realized his put - downs of bureaucracy were ali 
in fun. “When | find out these exampies of incompetence, | , 
want to make sure you don’t get the wrong idea,” he said 
incompetence isn't something that happens to other 
people. Every time | point my finger at someone, | notice 
that there are three fingers pointing back at me.” a 

Peter spoke seriously at times, and just prior to the end 
of his talk he made his most profound statements:; 
“Success is not just accomplishment,” he said. “Success; 
is improving the quality of what you are doing. We ail live: 
in a high - risk neighborhood called earth, and we have to 
accept the responsibility for it. In the game of life, heridity, 
may deal us the hand, society may be our partners or our; 
opponents. The system sets the rules, but we sti!l have the: 
freedom, as individuals, as to how we play our cards.” ,.. 

At the end of his lecture, Dr. Peter handed out what he; 
calls a competency analysis, “only for those who think, 
they may be incompetent,” he said. “I think it’s a good test, 
but maybe it's not. People who are incompetent tend to fil 
out questionnaires wrong anyway.”

After years of mistrust, 
Castro wants tourists 


After 18 years of suspicion and 
mistrust, Cuba is anxious to revive the 
once - flourishing tourist trade with 
the United States. two CSUS faculty 
members report 

Profs. Robert Arellanes and Den- 
nis O'Brien were jeaders of a 36 - 
member group that toured Cuba and 
Mexico Jan. 9-19 under auspices of 
the World Affairs Councii. The tour 
was one of the first organized groups 
to visit Cuba from the West Coast 
“We were sort of guinea pigs,” 
Arellanes says 

The Communist Cuba of Fidel 
Castro isn't exactly your average 
Caribbean fieshpot, but it can offer 
modernistic hotels, sunshine, good 
beaches, lots of rest andthe nostalgia 
of the nightclub extravangazas of the 
1950s. Excellent Cuban rum is 
available to tourists at reasonable 
Prices, but the famed Cuban cigars 
are expensive 


Arellanes and O'Brien report the 
Cubans are interested in attracting 
tourists — but on their own terms 
“Over and over again, the Cubans told 
us, ‘We are not Miami, and we're not 
going to be Miami, ” Areilanes said 

“The traditional Latin American 
courtesy and openness are sstili 
there, Areilanes reports. “There was 
some brusqueness among students 
at one of the universities, but for the 
most part, we encountered nothing 
but friendliness.’ 

Arellanes said that whenever they 
asked Cubans why Americans were 
now being permitted to visit Cuba in 
larger numbers they were told, “There 
iS NO fear that your visits could con- 
taminate the revolution.” In fact, one 


Cuban told Arellanes and O'Brien 
Americans would be extra welcome in 
Cuba, because Americans ap- 
preciated Cuban cuiture and lifestyle 
— while the Russians, who are as- 
Signed separate hotels from 
Americans. did not 

“Cuba is not a garrison state 
There were no restrictions on travel — 
everyone in our group jumped on 
buses or into taxis and headed off in 
all directions,” said Areilanes and 
O'Brien 

The abortive Bay of Pigs invasion 
iS recognized by an exhibit - 
monument, located not at the in- 
vasion site, but at a popular beach 
The exhibit recites what happened in 
an amazingly factual, matter - of - fact 
way, the two professors report 

Arellanes and O'Brien’ found 
constant reminders that normal 
relations between the United States 
and Cuba do not exist. The back of 
the Cuban 50 - peso note 
commemorates the nationalization of 
U.S. business interests in Cuba, and 
direct airline services, postal ex- 
changes and monetary and banking 
relations are lacking 

The first difficult steps in the long 
road for resumption of normalized 
relations have begun, however, ac- 
cording to the two professors. The 
Cubans have opened a srnall office in 
Washington, DC. and the US 
government has received reciprocai 
arrangements in Havana. But most 
knowledgeable Cubans as well as 
North Americans realize that 
resumption of relations is a long way 
off and wili only be addressed after 
other major Washington issues have 
been completed 


Power in hands of 
small ruling class

Domhoff concluded his thoughts on the ruling class by repeating that since 
the ‘few have much, and many have little,” the smaller group makes most of the 


decisions 


But he added some suggestions on how to change the system to a direction 


more to his liking 


“Having a president with a district representative election causes a two party 
system. The way we have it in any election, 60 per cent gets all and 40 percent 


gets nothing 


“Because of that there is too much compromising and only a two party 
system can operate. Look at other countries, look at all the smaller parties par- 
ticipating in government. They're there because the 40 per cent gets something 


there" 


He also called for more government invoivement in Projects that might 
otherwise be maintained by private corporations Domhofft claimed that this 
\would have more benefits for the American people 

“When the government built the TVA (Tennessee Valley Authority), power 
rates fell all over Alabama and Tennessee,” the sociologist commented 

“When Pasadena took over the utilities from PG&E. the city was able to save 
millions of doliars and then use the money for schools and parks.” 

But he ended his speech by Suggesting the best way to make some changes 
is through the Democratic Party. He said that two anti - corporate candidates, 
Upton Sinclair in 1936 and Tom Hayden in 1976, were able to make significant 
impacts on politics as Democrats, a party Domhoft believes is vulnerable 


‘I'm hoping to see a candidate in that 


Carter,” Domhoff concluded

Vision therapy 


Innovative eye care offered

Orthokeratology, vision therapy 
and contact lenses are part of the 
new, innovative approach to eye Care 
offered by two optometrists whose of- 
fice is near the CSUS campus. Dr 
David W. Muris and Dr Walter B. Rice 
are both “anxious to heip the public 
look at eye care in a fresh, new way.” 

Both doctors practice the con- 
troversial orthokeratology technique 
to help correct nearsightedness. Us- 
ing this technique, an eye doctor 
gracually changes the curvature of 
the cornea (the transparent front sur- 
face covering the iris and pupil). A 
one - to - two year program is 
recommended for nearsighted per- 
sons who have moderate astigmatism 
and are otherwise healthy, according 
to Rice. It is beneficial for people who 
want or need to see well for certain 
jobs or recreation. 

Orthokeratology has had its share 
of criticism. Many doctors argue that 
corneal changes are not permanent. 
Rice says he assumes that the results 
are not permanent and following 
treatment, patients usually wear con- 
tact lenses part - time to retain correc- 
tion. He also states no one has ended 
up with poor vision. With most 
patients, vision is better after or- 
thokeratology. Rice says he feels his 
first duty to his patients is com- 
munication; he deals with this by get- 
ting rid of false expectations about 
the treatment. 

Rice, who has practiced 
othokeratology for five years, also 
specializes in contact lenses and 
preventive optometry.

Roxy Music. one of the seventies 
most refreshing and innovative art - 
rock bands, has Officially dissolved 
Although the commercial public may 
not sorrow wili beset the 
nation’s rock critics 

Atlantic Records publicity head 
Art Collins said, “They are no longer 
They had a lot more to offer.” The 
band began in 1971 with the heralded 
work Roxy Music which shook the 
British charts and capped an illus- 
trious career with Siren, an American 
awakening of the senses 

Rumor is that animosity between 
band members brought the demise 
Particularly, composer/singer Bryan 
Ferry and Andy Mackay. oboe and 
Sax, were in dissention Reportedly 
Ferry's band tired of his solo interest 
which ts slowiy plowing American 
regional acceptance 

Collins summarized, “Bryan was 
doing his thing.” 

The cohesive group hadn't 
recorded an original album since the 
summer of 1975. Vival, a live collec- 
tion, and Roxy's Greatest Hits were is- 
sued to satisfy their growing 
populariiy. But similtaneously critics 
were anxious for all - new material 

The band’s sound was “third 
stream” fusion, acting in tri - dimen- 
sional effects. Priority was lyrical 
content, whereby the instrumentation 
and voicing would expand the mean- 
ing through exclusive selection of 
colors and shapes. If the countryside 
was the lyrical setting, the musical at- 
mosphere would colorfully augment 
the versemaking and create the 
overall meaning. 


As solo artists they haven't been 
obscure: Ferry has recorded two 
albums and is currently assembling a 
third; versed guitarist Phil Manzanera 
has introduced 801 with Live and Now 
Listen; Mackay (reknown for his Roli- 
ing Stone sax tracks) has cut two; and 
Ed Jobson’s violin and keyboard 
supremacy has assisted Frank Zappa 
and his partner's solos.

Thompson. The powerful rhythmist 
plays a leading role in Ferry's as- 
pirations to conquer the stateside 
market. A conformity of sorts, but a 
natural path for a composer com- 
manding the magics of melody. 


Presently, Ferry is in London tap- 
ing a fifth solo album due in early 
June. Last year's in Your Mind is his 
only ail - original solo Ip. His next will 
be original, and should get simiiar 
inspection on the airwaves. 
Remember “Tokyo Joe” and “Love 
Me Madly”?

Willlam Shakespeare's classic 
tragedy of the noble and credulous 
Othello, the Moor of Venice who is 
slowly induced by his ensign lago to 
suspect his wife Desdemona of 
adultery came to life Friday night 
as part of the Eaglet Play Series atthe 
Sacramento Civic Theatre 

The tragic character of Othello. ex- 
cellently portrayed by drama veteran 
Percy White, is seen once again asthe 
honorable sincere yet 
vulnerable hero. The Moor s sincerity 
is noted early when delivering to the 
Venetian Senate what purports to bea 

round unvarnished tale f his 
courtship to the fair Desdemona 
played by Deborah Mansergh 

White does a quality job in making 
Othello appear quite pleased with his 
ancestry his hero 4 ( 
complishments, his part in the tor 
thcoming war with the Turks 
above all, his success in gaining the 
sympathy and love of a beautiful 
young Venetian gentiewoman 

The notion of love proves to be 
more than Othello fully understands 
though yet 
Cutand dry real wortd’ adventures tn 
a noted passage in his speech to the 
Senate, Othello gave a simplistic but 
touching explanation of what he 
perceives to be the secret 
mutual attraction

The removal! from her far 
vironment :solates Desdemona and 
in. turn makes her easier prey for the 
demidevil plotting of lago Cyprus 
standing as an insecure nristian 
Outpost on the frontier of barbarism 
rekindies the savage origins of 
Othello himself professionalry 
brought out by White 

But it is the crafty lago. skillfully 
played by CSUS Associate Professor 
of Drama Herbert Kline, dominating 
the action in the ancient chaos 
represented by Cyprus 

Kline superbly portrays lago 
who ac¢ptly constructs the plot with 
virtually every element skillfully ex 
ploited so as to hasten the final catas- 
trophe 

Knowing those with whom he 
deals, Kiine as ago can predict and 
control their reactions Kline's ac- 
tions and dramatic emotional! 
resentfuliness not only seen but 
felt by the Friday evening audience 
made it believable that |ago could 
easily persuade the lovesick 
Roderigo, amply portrayed by Henry 
Teichert, that Desdemona will tire of 
her husband and that Cassio 
smoothly played by Thomas Hanks 
will then be the only obstacle to his 
enjoyment of her 

The height of Kline's dramatic 
abilities were greatly appreciated as 
the plotting lago slowly poured the 
pestilence of jealously into Othello's 
head. Unlike Othello, who fills his 
speech with rich and romantic 
imagery, lago’s language is cold, 
colorless, and prosaic —- only using 
imagery in arousing disgust in others 
usually Othello 

Once he has confused Othello, 
Kline as lago tactfully unhinges the 
poor Moor with his account of Cas- 
sio’s fictitous dream — in which he 
speaks of ‘topping’ Desdemona 

This account outrages Othello and 
in one of the most emotional shaking 
scenes of the production, White ai 
visibly shaken — cries out for Cas-° 
sio’s blood, and confirms his oath of * 
revenge with a magnificent image 
drawn from his vast geographic 
knowledge

A grant of $17,500 will bring a pilot sports program for 
othopedically handicapped youths to the CSUS campus 
this summer. The program wii! be the only one of its kind 
on the Pacific coast and only one of two such programs in 
the country 

The new program is part of the National Youth Sports 
Program which provides summer recreation, health 
instruction, and lunches to approximately 300 Sac- 
ramento - area youths. This program, like the program for 
handicapped children, uses CSUC facilities 

Funded through the Community Services Aa- 
ministration of the Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare, the program for handicapped youth wiil serve 50 
participants aged 10 to 18. About 90 per cent of the par- 
ticipants come from disadvantaged homes in the Sac 
ramento area. 

“We're going to do anything we have to do to ac- 
commodate these youngsters. We'll set up special goals 
and use special rules if we need to,” said CSUS Director of 
Men's Athletics Stan Wright, the administrative director of 
the program 

Participants will be offered instruction in aquatics, ar- 
chery, track and field, basketball, tennis, weight training, 
football, badminton, and self defense. There is also an en- 
richment program which teaches the kids about drugs and 
related problems and offers them information on jobs and 
careers. 

Other services for participants include a complete 
physical examination through the health center on cam- 
pus. Lunches are also provided. These services are also 
part of tne NYSP summer and winter programs 

“One big challenge will be transportation,” said Wright 
Vehicles with lifts will be needed to transport those in 
wheelchairs — which will include most of the participants. 

“We'll be right under the microscope,” said Wright. 
Because it is a pilot program, the operation will be 
carefully reviewed. Wright noted that the goai will be to 
have a successful program that will be continued for a 
long time. 

During the four - week program, participants will be on 
campus no more than three or four hours a day. They will 
participate twice a week in each of the sports offered and 
on Fridays will choose what activity they want to be part of. 
Fridays will involve tournaments, meets, or 
demonstrations (as in self - defense or dance). 

The program for the handicapped will work closely with 
the NYSP. Activities and lunches will be a joint effort 
whenever possible. 

The grant is the result of a proposal written by Wright 
and Fred Furukawa, of the CSUS men's physical 
education department. “We've been trying tc get this for 
the last five years,” Wright said. The NYSP operates under 
a grant also. That grant is for $40,000. 

The NYSP, according to Wright, is an opportunity for 
kids to come together to have a good time. it also exposes 
youth to the CSUS environment. Many would miss that ex- 
perience if not for the programs. 

Help from community organizations and school dis- 
tricts is needed by NYSP and will also be a part of the new 
Program for handicapped youth. This help is needed to 
make contacts with possible participants. 

A total sta?f of about 40 will be responsibie for the NYSP 
and the new program. The staff includes professionals 
and students in instructing or counseling positions.

Taylor has been performing the 
purest form of jazz for over 25 years 
and has aiways been considered a 
giant in the industry. New York's 
gifted pianist has never been given 
the praise and recognition that he 
deserves. One reason might be that 
one cannot lay back and let his music 
happen. His performance requires 
total audience participation. To fully 
appreciate it, the listener must hear 
the music and give in totally. There is 
no middie ground in Taylor's per- 
formance. Only opposites. Everyth- 
ing is black and white, pleasure and 
pain, heaven and hell. 


At the conclusion of the set, which 
included two selections, the first 
nearly an uninterrupted hour long, 
the audience stood up and cheered 
appreciably. But once the applause 
died down, there was nearly a totay 
silence in the auditorium. Everyone 
was exhausted. They had just 
returned from some magical journey 
and weren't sure quite what to make 
of it. Cecil Taylor is a gifted performer 
who must be responded to. He is 
more than just a man and a piano.

Paul McAmis, if a corporation has an 
indefinite number of members on its 
board of directors, such as ASI does, 
it must be stated in the corporation's 
bylaws 

McAmis went on to say that AS! 
vylaws do not now specify a minimum 
and maximum number of board 
members. The resolution would set 
the number of senators between 16 
and 19. This would allow compliance 
with the state code, and provide fiex- 
ibility as the number of students in 
areas of representation (divisions, 
schools and undeclared majors) 
change. According to McAmis, 
undeclared majors and each school 
and division shall have at least one 
seta in the Senate. 

Since this item will appear on the 
special election ballot, by the time the 


general election comes around next 
month, we should have a legaily com- 
prised senate, stated McAmis. 
McAmis went on to say that if the 
resolution is not passed, the school 
would not be in compliance with state 
law. 


McAmis said that this resolution 
would not alter apportionment in any 
way, just the total number of senate 
seats. 


To vote against this resolution is, 
in essence, to vote against the univer- 
sity's compliance with the law, added 
McAmis.

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Disco dancing has hit new heights 
of popularity with the recent release 
of “Saturday Night Fever.’ Dancing 
schools across the nation have 
reported a surging increase in 
membership 

But the dancing fever struck Julia 
Beckett long before John Travolta 
hustled his way into the hearts of the 
public. Beckett has loved dancing for 
years. Recently her love has taken 
concrete form in the organization of 
an early lunch - hour disco dance 
class sponsored by PASAR 
(Programs for Adult Students Ad- 
mission and Reentry) 

Every Friday from 11 to 11:50 free 
instruction in disco dancing is offered 
in PE 187. What started out as a casual 
comment between Peg McKoane, 
director of PASAR, and Beckett, 
counselor for PASAR, has become a 
successful class 

Two classes have been held and 
the response has been great. Staff 
members and students come to learn 
the various hustles, the bus stop and 
other disco dances. Beginners are en- 
couraged to attend. Beckett said,

Once at class, Beckett joins in with 
the dancers.

Beckett priodically runs to the 
door to coax shy bystanders into the 
class Her infectious smile disarms 
even the most timid onlooker Most 
people join the class after Beckett 
rushes to wave them in 

Classes are taught by experienced 
dancers Karen Careaga, advanced 
Gance student, subbed for Paulette 
Windsor for the first session 
Windsor, instructor of five sections of 
disco dancing at CSUS, taught the 
second class 

Windsor demonstrated the 
Travolta hustle, and then went on to 
teach the class basic steps and hand 
movements. “You have to start with 
the very basics or people tend to get 
lost and give up,” said Windsor 

According to Windsor, more and 
more men are enrolling in disco 
dance classes She said, “People are 
realizing there are set patterns for do- 
ing things, and they want to do the 
right thing at the right time.” 

Men are taking an interest in the 
lunch - hour dancing. The first class 
brought only a few men. But once 
word of the class was spread around, 
more men showed up for the second 
class 

Ages vary in the class as well. 
Laurie Jones, CSUS student, said, 
“The class is good because all age 
groups, students, faculty and ad- 
ministration can relax and have a 
good time.” 

Having a guod time is what the 
class is ali about. People heip each 


other learn the steps and ‘!augh at 
their own mistakes A few shy groups 
of people go out into the ha 
tice before rejoining the group 
dismayed staff member returned after 
mastering the hustle to discover the 
teacher was now introducing a new 
dance 

In addition to the dis« style dan 
cing, Beckett wants to see other types 
of dancing introduced at class She 
has aiready lined up Danny Taketa to 
introduce the Lindy and Edith 
Gardner to demonstrate the Cha Cha 
Beckett herself will teach a session of 
Latin American dances 

Beckett, an avid traveler, became 
interested in Latin American dancing 
after trips to Mexico and Spain. After 
many trips abroad she also is 
interested in other foreign dances 

in addition to her work at PASAR 
Beckett owns and operates her own 
antique shop. She also jogs three 
miles every morning and jots down 
notes for poetry as she jogs. She said, 
“There is a time for everything if you 
budget your time.” 

Presently, Beckett is concerned 
about being accepted into the 
graduate program in counseling at 
CSUS and making this lunch - hour 
dancing a permanent part of campus 
activities. 

Beckett is already thinking of ways 
to improve the class. She said, “We'll 
have something for everyone.” 

And what is the best attraction of 
the class? It was summed up by 
Marilyn Gueiden, staff member, “It's 
great. It's great that it's free!” 
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
